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AFFIRMATION CRITICIZES 
UNITED METHODIST 
AIDS PROGRAM 


Television programing 
on AIDS produced by the 
United Methodist Church 
is "a nearly complete dis- 
tortion of reality," ac- 
cording to AFFIRMATION 
cospokesperson Morris 
Floyd. The programming was 
prepared by United Meth- 
odist Communications for 
broadcast in February on 
two segments of the denomi- 
nation's Catch The "Spinat 
television series. That 
series is broadcast nation- 
ally on the Christian 
Broadcasting Network and 
Other cable systems. 

Morris Floyd previewed 
the shows before their 
broadcast, said, "Watching 
these segments was one of 
the most painful experi- 
ences I have had during my 
10 years of work on lesbian 
and gay issues in the 
United Methodist Church." 
According to Morris, who is 
a member of the State of 
Minnesota Task Force on 
AIDS and is a professional 
health-care manager, the 
programs have several 
faults. Among them: 

1)No gay or bisexual 
men, with or without AIDS, 
are shown in the entire 60 
minutes of programming. 
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2)Gay men are falsely 
stereotyped as "victims," 
"idiots" unable or unwil- 
ling to restrain their 
sexual activity (in com- 
ments by Surgeon General 
C. Everett Koop), or “ir- 
responsible" persons who, 
even after diagnosis with 
AIDS, continue engaging in 
unsafe sex in intentional, 
angry attempts to spread 
the disease. 

3)The leadership given 
to anti-AIDS efforts by 
lesbians and gay men across 
the United States is total- 
ly overlooked. No notice 
is made of the fact that, 
long before any other group 
in society was significant-— 
ly represented in the 
anti-AIDS effort, the les- 
bian/gay community was con- 
tributing hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars and mil- 
lions of volunteer hours 
to help persons with AIDS 
and support risk-reduction 
efforts. 

4)The programming ig- 
nores the disproportionate 
impact of AIDS on people 
of color and the poor by 
neglecting to mention that 
40% of persons with AIDS 
and about 80% of children 
with AIDS are black or 
Hispanic. 

5)No work of hope, 
theological or otherwise, 
is offered for those living 
with the challenge of AIDS.

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"The net effect of these 
shortcomings is that the 
United Methodist Church has 
once again contributed to a 
climate that condones phy- 
Sical violence and emotion- 
al abuse against lesbian 
and gay people," said 
Morris. “Even though the 
intention may have been to 
foster a compassionate 
response to AIDS, it is 
unlikely that will be the 
resultsince all of those 
who experience the disease 
except children are pre- 
sented as having done 
something to deserve it. 

It is unlikely that the 
challenge to compassion 
will be heard over the 
reinforcing of sterotypes 
that this program fosters." 

Floyd also noted that 
the shows illustrate the 
dilemma posed by United 
Methodis policies, which 
prohibit denominational 
agencies from spending 
church funds in any way 
that could "promote the 
acceptance of homosexua- 
lity." Said Morris, "Since 
Saying something positive 
about lesbians and gay men 
could be construed as ad- 
vocacy, producers had to 
Say either nothing at all 
Or convey a negative mes- 
Sage." 


The shows' only redeem- 
ing feature, concluded 
Morris, is in its treatment 
of Ryan White, the Indiana 
youth with AIDS who has 
received national publicity 
for his efforts to be al- 
lowed in the classroom with 
other students. "The one 
unqualified word of grace 
contained in these segments 
is the statement by Ryan's 
mother that no one is to 
blame for her son's disease. 
The Courage, strength, and 
clarity of vision shown by 
Ryan and his mother are not 
Significantly different 
from the same qualities 
shown by other people 
Livang with ALDS."
